EXPEDITION. 


_ SERIES ‘OF OCIDENTS

Ne ew York, March 21. 

A message from Fairbanks, 
Alaska, says that a series of acele 
dents has delayed the departure of 
the Wilkins arctic aerial expedition 
to the North Pole' which hoped to 
start ‘on March.
